FIRST ANNUAL 
FARMERS' INSTITUTE 

Will Be Held at Frankfort Under 



Department. 

FINE PROGRAM BEING ARRANGED. 

Frankfort, Ky., Feb. 8 —Com- 
miBsioner Vreeland, ot the Stute 
Department of Agriculture, is 
preparing for the first annual 
State Farmers' Institute to be 
held at Frankfort, February 27 
and 28 and March 1st under the 
auspices of his department, "for 
the development of Kentucky's 
ricultural and kindred inter- 

e object of the State Farm- 
Institute is to bring the 
s of the State into closer 
lation with each other and with 
Department of Agriculture 
for their mutual benefit, to inter- 
change ideas, to encourage legis- 
lation for the benefit of the farm- 
ers and to lift Kentucky to the 
forefront of agricultural States. 

The Institute is to be the cen- 
tral body of farmers in the State 
and it is to be made a permanent 
institution. The local clubs or 
institutes are to become members 
of this body, and they will be ex- 
pected to send delegates to the 
State Meetings to take part in 
the deliberations, and to present 
the needs of their respective 
counties. The State body will 
work in conjunction with the 
State Department of Agriculture 
and will serve to bring the farm- 
ers and the Department into 
close contact with one another to 
the end that the farmers may be 
enabled to net direct and sub- 
. stantial benefits from it. 

While the programme fen* not 
yet be-in completed, some of the 
moit eminent lecturers in the 
country have been iuvited to par- 
ticipate and it can confidently be 
said that it will be one of the 
most interesting programmes ev- 
er carried oat in this State,

The oldest two senators, Mor- 
gan and Pettus, of Alabama, 
have announced their candidacy 
to succeed themselves. Gen. Pet- 
tus is 84, and will be 87 when his 
term expires in 1909. He served 
as a lieutenant in the Mexican 
war, crossed the continent on 
horseback in 1849 and served 
through the civil war, becoming 
a brigadier, later entering the 
practice of the law. Morgan is 
81 and he also was a confederate 
brigadier in the civil war. At 
the end of his present term in 
1907 he will have served thirty 
years. 



PENSIONERS MUST PAY 

FULL POSTAGE ON VOUCHERS. 



Louisville, Ky., Feb. 4.— Maj. 
A. T. Wood, United States Pen- 
sion Agent, yesterday received 
notification from the Commis- 
sioner of Pensions, V. Warner, 
that, hereafter, all postage on 
pension vouchers must be fully 
paid before the checks for the 
amounts named in the vouchers 
can be made out and forwarded 
to the pensioners. Heretofore 
vouchers in great numbers have 
been received in the local office 
on which the postage has not 
been folly paid. It has been the 
custom for the Pension Depart- 
ment to pay the Postoffice De- 
partment the postage due and 
charge the item to the incidental 
account. Many of the vouchers 
of pensioners at a distance from 
toe local office are executed by 
the postmaster and several of 
them sent in one envelope. Often 
three or four vouchers will be 
included in one envelope on 
which is placed only a two cent 
stamp. 

"The Government has lost 
large sums of money in the 
years past," said Maj. Wood, 
Pension Agent in Louisville, 
yesterday afternoon, "bv not 
puttiug a similar order into ef- 
fect years ago We have nearly 
28,000 pensioners on the roll 
here in this office, and it is very 
apparent it would not take more 
than a small per cent of them to 
create a large additional ex 
Dense by failing properly to 
stamp their communications to 
this office. Unless they act upon 
this notification their receipt of 
their pensions will be very much 
delayed."

May Move Henderson 

Electric Street Railway. 

Beloit, Wis., Feb. 2.— A. L. 
Rich, who heads the syndicate 
of Cincinnati people who have 
bought the local gas, electric 
and water plants and who has 
introduced a franchise apoliea 
tion for an electric railway, will, 
it ie believed, move to this city 
the electric railway he now 
operates in Henderson, Ky. It 
is said that the plant would pay 
better here than in the Kentuc- 
ky city. It is possible, however, 
that he proposes to install a nrw 
system at Henderson and not 
risk the loss of an entirely new 
plant here.

Gen. J. Franklin Bell Will Ce- 
come Chief of Staff. 



Wedding Gifts for Miss Roosevelt In- 



Washington, Feb. 5.— The wed- 
ding gifts that will presently 
•our in on the White House will 
ie little short of dazzling in their 
magnificence. Foreign govern- 
ments and crowned heads are 
apparently trying to outdo each 
other in conferring rich presents. 
The German emperor will give a 
magnificent dinner service, 
while France will be the donor 
of some priceless Gobelin tap- 
estries. Even little Cuba has 
set aside $25,000 to purchase' a 
wedding gift for the daughter of 
the Colonel of Rough Riders. 
The jeweled presents being 
turned out by Tiffany in New 
York are said ' to be the most 
splendid ever made by that 
house. One of the finest is a 
pearl collar of ten strands, 
worth $31,000. There are also 
being manufactured a diamond 
tiara, containing five hundred 
stones, two diamond collars and 
two bowknots of the same 
precious stones. A silver ser- 
vice, to be the gift of the Rough 
Riders, is nearing completion, 
and the officers of the regular 
army have ordered a full-sized 
model of a Krag Jorgenson rifle, 
made of '22 karat gold and bear- 
ing MisB Roosevelt's monogram 
on the stock in diamonds. The 
Roosevelt-L ongworth engage- 
ment ring, made by Tiffany, is a 
five-karat solitaire, set in plati- 
num. 

A Kentuckian will soon head 
the army of the United States. 
It is announced that Lieutenact- 
General John C. Bates will be 
succeeded as chief of the gener- 
al staff, on his retirement in 
April, by Brigader-General J. 
Franklin Bell, now head of the 
Infantry and Cavalry School at 
Fort Leavenworth, Kausas. Gen- 
eral Bell will at the same time 
be given the doable stars of a 
major general, stepping over the 
head of General Frederick D. 
Grant, the senior brigadier. 
Major- General Henry O. Corbin 
will be promoted to the vacant 
lieutenant-generalship, so that 
for the first time since the posi- 
tion of chief of staff was created, 
its holder will uot be the senior 
;er of the army. This is in 
line with the newly adopted 
policy of reserving the rank of 
lieutenant-general as a reward 
for long and distinguished ser- 
vi«e, and placing at the head of 
the general staiff a young, ener- 
getic and scientific soldier, who 
could not only prepare plane for 
warfare, bat who would also 
possess the physical and mental 
vigor necessary to their execu- 
tion. General Bell was one of 
the youngest general officers in 
the army. He will be the first 
West Pointer to command it 
since the retirement of General 
Scheie! d in 0895, and its first 
commander who was too young 
to see service in. the Civil . War. 
General Bell entered West 
Point from Kentucky in 1874. 
The Philippine insurrection 
made his fortune. When it 
broke out Beil was a captiao of 
cavalry. When the army was 
reorganized in 190 2, he drew 
brigadier's eommissien. Fifty 
years old last month, General 
Bell has fourteen years to serve 
before reaching the age of re 

tirement. 

The Hepburn rate regulation 
bill has already received some 
hard knocks in the course of the 
House debate. Representative 
John Wesley Gaines, during the 
first day's debate, took excep- 
tion to the procedure for chang- 
ing rates complained of, claim- 
ing that the interstate Commerce 
Commission, the railroads, and 
the shipper* were alike hamper- 
ed by the bill as it stood, and 
that there was no provision 
whereby anyone, not a party to 
the origiual case, could obtain a 
rehearing on a rate once estab- 
lished by the Commission. 
Representative Perkins of New 
York, and "Joe" Sibley of Penn- 
sylvania, have both spoken 
strongly against the bill. Mr. 
Perkins declares that it was im- 



possible that there should be any 
active supervision of railroad 
rates under it. Effective super- 
vision would need, instead of 
seven interstate commissioners, 
seven thousand, he said- Mr. 
Perkins warned his hearers that 
trouble would come from the 
claims of contesting localities, 
in pressing which business in- 
terests would be made subser- 
vient to the interest 8 of politics. 

The Agricultural Department 
has received from Abyssinia a 
fine specimen of Grevy's zebra, 
destined to become the ancestor 
of a new race of domestic ani- 
mals, if the experiment proposed 
by the Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry proves successful. This 
is no less than the propagation 
of a draft animal that will with- 
stt nd diseases fatal to the horse 
and tne mule. The cross-strain 
of the horse and the zebra is 
said to produoe animals excep 
tionally hardy and sure-footed. 
Such "zebrules," bred in Scot- 
land by Professor Ewart, are 
being used as pack animals by 
the British Army in India. 

Representative 01 lie James 
delights in cross questioning Re 
publican speakers. He tackled 
"Joe" Sibley Thursday last. 
Siblev was speaking against the 
Hepburn bill and charged that 
it was a step toward the socialis- 
tic ideas of Bryan and Hearst. 
The member from the first Ken- 
tucky district asked how the 
Republican: came to right-about 
-face and follow such leadership. 
"I will put the responsibility of 
answering that on my colleagues 
of broader shoulders," replied 
Mr. Sibley, and when Mr. James 
sat down, shaking his head, the 
Pennsylvanian added, to the 
amusement of the Hose: "The 
gentleman from Kentucky need 
not shake his gory locks at me ; 
I am not responsible for it." 
The irrepressible James was 
ready with a retort. "Let me 
suggest to the gentleman from 
Pennsylvania" he said, "that 
ray locks are ]ost about as prom- 
inent as his own."

Quite 
a number of these shares have al- 
ready been taken by some of 
Earhngton's representative busi- 
ness men, and it is only a ques- 
tion of a short time before all 
stock will be absorbed.

Eldred Davis Here After Four Years' Ser 
vice as Ship s Apothecary. 



Central City, Ky., Feb. >.- 
The boiler in the Saulsberg grist 
mill exploded here this morning, 
demolishing the mill and some 
outhouses one hundred feet dis- 
tant. The mill was being run 
by Thomas Baxter, who had just 
stooped the engine to clean out 
the mill. 

Liberty Holt was standing near 
the boiler, and after the acci- 
dent was found covered by a 
large piece of sheet iron, on top 
of which the debris was heavily 
packed. His escape from death 
is considered marvelous, as the 
boiler was lifted over his head 
and into the air about thirty 
feet. Young Tom Hudson, a 
grandson of Thomas Baxter, 
crawled out of the debris. The 
boiler fell on a two-horse wagon 
that was standing in the alley, 
completely destroying the wagon 
and scalding one horse to death. 
This was (he same mill in which 
Mr. Saulsbe-- lost his life about 
seven years ago, being caught i 
the belt. The loss is about $1, 
£00, with no insurance

After a 
hunt in the California mountains 
and visits to interesting coast 
points the final journey home be- 
gan on board the supply ship 
Celtic, from SanFrancisco to New 
York, landing in the latter city 
late in January, just a few days 
before the expiration of his term 
of enlistment. 

Eldred has increased in stature 
and in averdupios aud, naturally,, 
wears a full grow n mustache now, 
but he still wonders how the 
boys of his former acquain- 
tance could have grown to be such 
big fellows.

A tax of $1 a week has been 
levied upon every miner in the 
entire organization of United 
Mine Workers of America, for 
the purpose of accumulating a 
strike fund by April 1st, at which 
time the union miners threaten 
41 general strike. If such a pro 
tram is carried out the uniou 
miners have scant time to save a 
pittance for future support be- 
fore the strike may be called. 
Sixty days and less is a brief 
period in which to lay by for the 
rainy dav after April 1st, Par- 
ticularly' since the $1 a week 
Mitchell strike fund assessment 
must be paid before the savings 
account can be thought of. 



BUND TIGERS AND UNCLE SAM 
Representative Bowie, of Ala- 
bama, has brought out some in- 
teresting "blind tiger" statistics 
in the present investigation 
brought about Wy the proposed 
legislation in Oougress against 
the issuance of Government li- 
censes iu sections where the sell- 
ing of liquor is prohibited by 
state laws.

WHILE ASLEEP IN HIS CABIN.

Pruning Grapevines. 

Grapevines can be prutied any 
time after the leaves have fallen. 
Frequently no further protection is 
needed than to lay the vines on the 
ground. They should be pruned 
first. 

Apple Trees and Rabbits 

When rabbits run iu the orchard 
It is not safe to let young apple treei 
go through the winter without pro 
tectum, declares the Farmers' Re- 
view. As other food becomes scarce 
the rabbits are almost sure to bark 
the young trees, especially when 
there is snow so the gsound. I have 
seen various preventives recom- 
mended, and. among them, rubbing 
the trees with soap. I tried this last 
winter and lost some of my best 
trees— not only by rabbits, but b; 
the preventive, soap. It killed tin 
bark ana the trees gradually died 
during the summer. The best thing 
I have tried as a protection is wrap 
ping the tree with common news 
papers, folded to three or four thick 
uesses and tied on with twine or the 
ravelings of a tow sack. Expert 
bands can make the application 
very rapidly and it seems to be per- 
fectly successful. If you could be 
sure of killing all the rabbits that 
would be another good plan. 



Fertilise Apple Trees. 

It pays to fertilize apple trees. It 



or mulch them. Orchards that are 
kept highly manured bear every 
year, while those not fertilized bear 
only one crop in two years.

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LOCOMOTIVE BLASTS 



The Illinois Central Railroad 
Company has contracted for 
grading a belt line road from the 
Tennessee Central division, tra- 
versing the Southern part of 
Hopkinsville and connecting with 
the L A N. This means about 
100,000 worth of other improve- 
ments at once. 

Several express cars for the 
Florida East Coast Railway 
passed through here last week, 
enroute to Jacksonville, Florida, 
from Foreman, III., where they 
had been constructed. They dif- 
fered from the cars in use on this 
division, the length being greater, 
and were built for handling the 
fruit and vegetable crop of the 
state. 

Another wire has been run in 
at the depot here, on account of 
the heavy work one operator wa 
compelled to do. Instead of om 
man having both north and south 
end business to handle, an addi- 
tional operator is added, night 
and day, diyiding the division 
into a north and south trick. 
Operator Jas. Sanders, who has 
been on nights for some time, has 
charge of the north end during 
the day. 

Operator Bell, of Somerset, 
Ky., succeeds Operator Jas. San- 
ders on the south trick at nights. 
This place is filled by Operator 
Pat Duffy in the day time. 

Operator Cravens, who has 
been stationed at the north block 
at Fleming Curve, is working at 
•the depot nights on the north 
end. 

A switchman in the yard here 
who is popular with his fellow 
employes and universally liked 
by all that know him, received a 
shower bath in the north end of 
the yard last week. It remains 
for the Henderson division boys 
to learn who he is and how 
happened. 

With the interurban service 
inaugurated between Erin and 
Nashville, Tenn., there are now 
22 trains scheduled on the south 
end between Guthrie and Nash 
ville every 24 hours- This is run 
ning trains some and if business 
continues good it will be only a 
short time until the Henderson 
division will run trains every 
hour.
